The MEMORIAL of JOHN | MEARS, Lieutenant 
in His Majeſty's Navy, 1 


Moſt humbly ſheweth, 


Tahar early in the year 1786, certain merchants re- 
ſiding in the Eaſt Indies, and under the immediate pro- 
tection of the 8 deſirous of opening a trade 
with the north · weſt of America, for ſupplying the 
Chineſe market with furs and ginſeng, communicated 
ſuch deſign to Sir John Macpherſon, the Governor Ge- 
neral of — who not only approved of the plan, but 
joined in the ſubſcription for its execution; and two 
veſſels were accordingly purchaſed, and placed under 
the orders and command of your Memorialiſt. 

That in the month of March your Metnorialiſt 
diſpatched one of the ſaid veſſels, which he named The 
Sea Otter, under the command of Mr. Tipping, to 
Prince William's Sound, and followed her in the other 
ſhip, which he named The Nootka. | 

That on your Memorialiſt's arrival in Prince Wil- 
liam's Sound, in the month of September, he found 
The Sea Otter had leſt that place a few days before; and, 
from intelligence he * 2h received, the ſhip den

That your Memorialiſt remained in Prince William's 


Sound the whole of the winter; in the courſe of which 
time he opened an extenſive trade with the natives;

That in the month of January 1788, your Memo- 


rialiſt having dif; poſed of the Nootka, he, in conjunc- 


tion with ſeveral Britiſh merchants reſiding i in India, 
e and fitted out two other veſſels, named the 

elice and Iphigenia; the former your Memorialiſt 
commanded, and the latter he put under the direction 
af Mr. William Douglas. That your Memorialiſt pro- 
ceeded from China to the port of Nootka, or Ki 
George's Sound, which he reached in the month of 


May, and the Iphigenia arrived in Cook's river in the 
' month of June. 


That your Memorialiſt, DUANE "BE on bis arrival | in 
Nootka — purchaſed from Maquilla, the Chief of 
the diſtrict contiguous to and ſurrounding that Mn, 
ſpot of ground, whereon he built a houſe for 
ſional reſidence, as well as for the more — ur- 
ſuit of his trade with the natives, and hoiſted the Britiſh.

- That from the time of the arrival of the Princeſſa un- 
til the 14th of May, mutual civilities paſſed -berween _ 
Captain Douglas and the Spaniſh officers, and even ſup- 
lies were obtained from Don Martinez for the uſe of the 
ſhin: but on that day he (Captain Douglas) was: er- 
dered on board the Princeſſa, and, to his great — 
was informed by Don Martinez, that he had the King's 
orders to ſeize all ſhips and veſſels he might find upon 
that coaſt, and that he (the Commander of the Ephi- 
genia) was then his priſoner ;-that Don Martinez there 
upon inſtructed his officers to take poſſeſſion of the 
Iphigenia, which they accordingly did, in the name of 
his Catholic Majeſty, and the officers and crew of that 
ſhip were immediately conveyed as priſoners on board 
the Spaniſh ſhips, where they were put in irons, and 
were otherwiſe ill treated. ; N 2 
That as ſoon as the Iphigenia had been ſeized; Don 
Martinez took poſſeſſion of the lands belonging to u r 
Memorialiſt, on which his 3 habitation before 
mentioned had been erected, hoiſting thereon the 
ſtandard of Spain, and performing ſuch ceremonies as 
your Memorialiſt 2 are uſual on ſuch occa- 
ſions, declaring at the ſame time, that all the lands com—- 
prized between Cape Horn and the Goth d of 
vortk latitude did belong to his Catholic Majeſty; he 
then proceeded to build batteries, ſtore-houſes, &c.; in 
the execution of which he forcibly employed ſome of 
the crew. of the Iphigenia, and many of them who at- 
.. tempted to reſiſt were very ſeverely puniſhed. Fe + 
- That during the time the Commander of the Iphigenia 
remained in captivity, he had frequently been urged by 
Don Martinez to fign an inſtrument, purporting, as he 
was informed (not underſtanding himſelf the: Spaniſh 
language) that Don Martinez had found him at anchor 
in Nootka Sound; that he was at that time in great diſ . 
treſs; that he had furniſhed him with every thing neceſ- 
ſary for his paſſage to the Sandwich Iſlands, and that his 
navigation had in no reſpect been moleſted or inter- 
rupted; but which paper, on inſpection of à copy 
thereof, delivered to Mr. Douglas, and bereunto an-

won) which they could conveniently-carry away, even 


to the extent of the maſter's. watch, and articles of 
That the Commander of the Iphigenia, finding him- 
ſelf thus diſtreſſed, applied for relief, and: after much 


. ſolicitation obtained a trifling ſupply of ſtores and pro- 


_ viſions, for which he was called upon to give bills on 
his owners. The articles ſo ſupplied were charged at a 
moſt exorbitant price, and very unequal in quality or 
quantity to thoſe which had been taken from him. 
That notwithſtanding what had been inſiſted on by 
Don Martinez, reſpecting the Sale of the N. W. Ame- 
rica, he had conſtantly refuſed to diſpoſe of that veſſel 
on any ground, alledging that, as ſhe did not belong to 
him, he had no right to diſpoſe of her; chat the N. W. 
America not returning ſo ſoon as was expected, he 


(Captain Douglas) was told by Don Martinez, that on 
his ordering that veſſel to he delivered to him for the 
uſe of His Catholic Majeſty, he ſhould have liberty to 
depart with the Iphigenia; that he accordingly, on the

that the Iphigenia proceeded from thence to the Sandy 
wich Iſlands, and after obtaining there ſuch ſupplies as 
they were enabled to L with the iron before men» 
tioned, returned to China, and anchored there in the 
month of October, 1789.

Your Memorialiſt thinks it neceffary upon this occa- 
fion to explain, that in order to evade the exceſſive high

his affociates had obtained the name of Juan Cawalba 
to their firm, though he had no actual concern in their 
ſtock ; that Cawaiho, though by birth a Portugueſe, had 
been naturalized at Bombay, and had reſided there for. 
many years, under the protection of the Eaſt : India 
Company, and had carried on an extenſive trade fro 
thence to their ſeveral ſettlements in that part of the:

America, off the port of Nootka, on the gth of June, 
ſhe was boarded and ſeized by boats manned and equip- 
ped for war, commanded by Don Martinez; that he 
did tow and convey the ſaid veſſel into the Sound, and 
anchoring her cloſe to the Spaniſh ſhips of war, did then 
take poſſeſſion of her in the name of his Catholic Ma- 
jeſty, as good and lawful prize; that the above mention 
ed veſſel was ſoon after hauled alongſide of the Spaniſh 
frigate, and that the officers and men, together with the 
ſkins which had been collected, amounting to 215, of 
the beſt quality, and alſo her ſtores, tackle, and Gal 
ture, articles of trade, &c. were removed on board the 
Spaniſh frigate ; that the commander of the N. W. 
America, his officers and men, were accordimgly made 
priſoners, and Mr. Thomas Barnett, one of the officers 
of that veſſel, and ſome of her men were, as appears by the 
affidavit of William Graham, one of the ſeamen belong- 
ing to that veſſel, hereunto annexed, (No. 4.) after- 
wards put in irons. kn en 
That the Princeſs Royal arriving a few days after the 
ſeizure of the N. W. America, and being allowed by 
Don Martinez to depart, the ſkins collected by the laſt- 
mentioned veſſel (excepting 12 of the beſt quality, 
which Don Martinez thought fit to detain) were _

ther been found in that veſſel at the time of her cap- 


ture, or had been taken from the Iphigenia ; and that 


the value of the furs ſo collected cannot, upon a 
moderate calculation, be eſtimated at leſs than 7,500 
dollars, and which Don Martinez had applied to his 
own advantage.

That the Argonaut arrived off the port of Nootka on 
or about the zd of July, 1789. That Don Martinez, 
on obſerving her in the Offing, boarded her in his 
launch, and with expreſſions of civility, promiſed Mr. 
Colnett, her commander, every aſſiſtance in his power; 
that before the Argonaut entered the Sound, Mr. Thomas 
Barnett (who had belonged to the N. W. America, and; 
who was then a priſoner) came off in a canoe, and in- 


formed Mr. Colnett of the proceedings which had taken 


place, and of the danger to which he was expoſed; but 
that, under the aſſurances given by Don Martinez, that 
the ſhould remain unmoleſted, and being in 
want of refreſhments for the crew, Mr. Collnett pro- 
ceeded into Nootka Sound.

Stephen Martinez perceiving the ſaid veſſel in the 
offing, did man and equip a launch with ſeventy men 
and upwards, and went himſelf, accompanied by Mr.

be detained as a priſoner (although the veſſel had like 
to have foundered before we got into the harbour) if 
he would give me permiſſion, I would inſtantly leave 
the port. This was denied. Forty or fifty men, with 
ſome officers, went on board, hoiſted the Spaniſh co- 
lours, and took poſſeſſion of the Iphigenia Nubi- 
ana. The keys of my cheſt was demanded; my 
charts, journals, papers, and in ſhort, every thin 
that was m the veffe}, they took poſſeſhon of. J 
was not ſo much as allowed to go on board. I en- 
quired the cauſe of his not taking the Waſhington 
floop, as he had orders from the king of Spain to take 
every veſſel he met with on this coaſt. He gave me 
no ſatisfactory anſwer; but told me, my Portugueſe 
papers were bad; that they mentioned, I was to take 
all Engliſh, Ruſſian, and Spaniſh veſſels that were 
of inferior force to the Iphigenia Nubiana, and ſend 
or carry their Crews to Macao, there to be tried for 
their lives as pirates. I told him, they had not in- 
terpreted the papers right; that though 1 did not 
$89 = underſtand 
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underſtand . Portugueſe, I had ſeen a copy of them in 
Engliſh at Macao, which mentioned, it I was attacked 


by any of thoſe three nations, to defend myſelf, and 


if I had the ſuperiority, to ſend the captain and crew 


to Macao to anſwer for the inſult they offered the 


Portugueſe flag. The padries and the clerk read the 
papers over, and ſaid they had interpreted the pa- 

rs right. The Portugueſe captain, Viana, was 
Rent, although he muſt have known to the con- 
trary. In the evening of the 15th, captain Kendrick 
came down from Moweena; having been informed 
captain Kendrick was privy to my being taken pri- 
ſoner, and that it was ſettled when the Spaniſh com- 


modore was laſt at Moweena, when he came on board 


the Iphigenia I refuſed to ſee him. This being re- 
ported to the Spaniſh commodore, I was ordered, at 
ten o'clock at night (although I was very unwell) 
to turn out, and carry my bed on board the Spaniſh 
ſnow, it both raining and blowing at the time. Here 
I remained for ſome time without a ſoul to ſpeak 
to. My ſervant, that was a Manilla man, and ſpoke 
the language very well, was not permitted to come 
near me, for fear of his diſcovering ſome of their pro- 
ceedings that was carrying on. In ſhort, they ſtole 
a number of things, and afterwards laid the blame 
on my ſervant. My people were divided between 
the two veſlels, and every method made uſe of to en- 
tice them to enter. The ſails were bent, and ſome 
new running rigging wove. A captain was appointed, 
and officers, to carry me and Mr. Viana to St. Blaws. 
My officers were to be detained, and one half of my 
people on board the two Spaniſh ſhips, and I was re- 
queſted to choole the quieteſt of my men to go along 
with me. A liſt of them I was defired to give to the 
commodore, as we were to fail in a few days, This 
I would not comply with, but told him, he might 
ſend home if he thought proper ; that the Iphigenia 
was not fit to go to 2 till ſhe was caulked, and her 
leaks ſtopped. This they immediately ſet about. 
After taking every thing out of her, copper, iron, 
trade of every kind, and all my Sandwich Iſland pork, 
they filled the after · hold with ſand ballaſt, that we had 


been 
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been at ſo much pains to get out. The ſchooner N. 
ing 


Weſt America, and the Felice Adventurara, be 

daily expected in, none of us were permitted to ſpeak 
to the natives, although I found: an opportunity to 
acquaint M*Quilla, and the other chiefs, as did Mr. 
Ingraham, chief officer of the Columba. We re- 
queſted them to have boats ready to go off to cap- 
rain Mears and captain Funter, and acquaint them 
not to come in to Nootka. That I was cap chetleg, 
they told us they underftood. They wanted to know 
it I was now a colt, that is, a flave—that if I would 
g0 with him, they would ſend boats to watch for an 
opportunity to carry me off. They inſtantly ſhifted 
their village about four miles to the northward, ſo 
that I am in great hopes both captains Mears and 
Funter will have intelligence of my being captured. 
One of my people on board the Iphigenia, the ſervant, 
was bargaining with the natives for tome fiſh they had 


in their boat; the Spaniards, not underſtanding what 


was ſaid, he was ordered on board the commodore's 
| ſhip, and put into the ſtocks, where he was ſtrictly 
examined, and threatened ſeverely, if he did not tell 
whether he had mentioned to the natives for them to 
go and acquaint captains Mears and Funter not to 
come in to Nootka. When they found he had not men- 
tioned any thing about the other veſſels, they wanted 
to know if the natives had not told him they had ſeen 
a veſſel in the offing. He told them they had not. 
He was after this ſet at liberty, but ordered never 
to converſe with the Indians, nor ſpeak to them 
in future. I afterwards had a conference with cap- 
tain Kendrick; he denied being acceſſary to my be- 
ing taken; that the Spaniſh commodore had men- 
tioned to him he would take captain Mears priſoner 
as ſoon as he arrived in the harbour; that he had ſaid 
every thing, and had made uſe of all his intereſt to 
prevent my being taken priſoner. How far this is 
true, I ſhall leave it for him to diſcover. On the 22d 
the irons arrived from Moweena, which were made by 
captain Kendrick's armourer. We were now to pra- 
ceed inftantly to St. Blaws, and I was once more re- 
queſted to chooſe one half. of my men, as * 
. a 
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Half was to remain with my officers: Finding not 
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one of them would enter, or deſert me, | declined 
giving the preference to any. Before we ſailed, I re- 
queſted my own private papers might be delivered up, 


| likewiſe a copy of my Portugueſe papers, which was 


promiſed me. The interpreter, when he came to that 
part which mentions my defending myſelf in caſe I 
was attacked, and, if I had the ſuperiority, to carry the 
aggreſſors to Macao to be tried for the inſult, he 
mentioned to the commodore, in- my preſence, he 
thought the papers very good. I told him, if that was 
the only cauſe he had to alledge againſt me, it would 
not be difficult for me to caſt him in any court of 
juſtice in Europe. He had now got every thing put 
of her that he took a liking to; and what things I 
had belonging to myſelf, he robbed me of in as 
gentle a manner as he poſſibly could, by letting 
me know he muſt have my gold watch, my fec- 
tant, my ſtove, and all my charts ; likewiſe all my 
long feathers, cloaks, and caps, that Tyany and his 
relations preſented me with ; even my ſhoes and boots, 
and very bed cloaths went; as a reaſon for doing fo, 
he told me ſome of thoſe: things could be got at 
Mexico. He now propoſed to return the veſſel, and 
ſupply me with proviſions to carry me to the Sandwich 
Iſlands, if I would ſign a paper that was already pre- 
pared and preſented me. This I refuſed to comply 
with, till T had witneſſes, and knew the contents of the 


paper. Mr. How, ſupercargo of the Columba, was 


requeſted to write a letter to Captain Kendrick and 
Mr. Ingraham, to come down from Moweena, to be 


witneſſes to the papers I was to ſign. On the 24th

was kept, four bags weighing each zolb. one box of 
bread, weighing about 15olb. ; two bags of rice, four 
of beans, eight ditto of flour, one cheſt of pitch, 
one bladder of tar, and one eighteen-gallon keg of 
Spaniſh brandy ; rope of three inch, eighteen fa- 
thoms ; one. coil of one and an half inch, containing 
fifty fathoms, and thirty fathoms of two inch. The 
reſt of the cordage and other things were wove and 
fent on board. when I was a priſoner. 


May 3oth. Employed rigging the top gallant maſts. 
In the afternoon an accouat of the articles we had re- 
_ ceived was brought on board, charging five times the 
quantity and five times the ſum they coſt ; in ſhort, 
was going to return moſt of them, but I found if 
I returned any I muſt return the whole. As 1 had 
made no charge againſt him of my pork, iron, cop-

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was another thing T was obliged to comply with ; my

May 31ſt. As I was determined to be detained no 


longer, I went on board in the morning of the 3iſt, 


and acquainted Don Stephen Joſeph Martinez, that 
the moment the wind favoured me, I would fail for 
the Sandwich Iſlands. I found there were objections 


made. The commodore acquainted me, he had in- 


formation, and was told I-intended to go the north- 
ward. As I had taken great care not to give the 
leaſt bint to any perſon of my future intentions, 1 
mentioned, that whoever he was that told him To, 


could not be ſo well acquainted with the ſtate of my 
veſſel as he was himſelf ; that by his own calculation 


T had not above fix weeks' proviſions ; that he had 


only left me 10 or 12 bars of iron, which would only 


purchaſe me as many ſea otter ſkins, and if I was 
even to diſpoſe of them, the conſequence would be 


but ſmall; we ſhould only be ſtarved before we got 
to Macao, as he had left us nothing elſe to purchaſe 


our hogs with at the Sandwich Iflands; befides he 
had not left a chart to carry me to China, let alone 


along the coaſts of America. My people, 1 told higg, 


were on high wages, and that it was neceffary for me 


to make the beft of my way to Macao, having no 


other proſpect but to leſſen the expences of the voy- 
| age as much as lay in my power, I gave 
June 1ſt, orders to unmoor, and requeſted he would 
let me have my great guns, ſmall arms, and 
ammunition ; which he complied with. Captain Ken- 
drick and officers having come down from Moweena, 


they acquainted me the Columba would fail the day 


following to the northward. Another paper was pro- 
duced, which the commodore requeſted I would ſign, 
and be witneſſed by captain Kendrick and Mr. Ingra- 


ham; the contents of this paper they told me was, if 


my Portugueſe ages were bad, the veſſel was to be 
delivered up at Macao. It was eaſy to ſee through 
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thoſe artifices. I figned the paper after the Portu- 
gueſe captain, and requeſted a copy, but this was not 
complied with, A dinner being provided on board 
the Princeſſa, every method was made uſe of by cap- 
tain Kendrick and others, to find out if J intended 
to touch to the northward. I gave them the ſame an- 


ſwers as before, elling them I had.no intention to 


throw away the lives of my people. _ On this day they 
drank my health, wiſhing me a good voyage to Ma- 
cao, and accompanied it with thirteen guns. As 
ſoon as dinner was over I went on board, accom- 
coop by captain Kendrick and officers, and the 

paniſh commodore. A light breeze ſpringing up 
from the northward, I gave orders to get under way. 


The commodore told me I muſt leave a letter for 


captain Funter, it he ſhould arrive in Nootka Sound, 
to fell the ſchooner. I acquainted him, captain 
Funter nor myſelf had neither power nor authority 
to ſell the ſchooner; that I would write a letter and

June 2d. got out of the hands of my enemies, I was 

now at liberty to judge for myſelf, Know- 
ing it would be a length of time before the Spaniards 
could have their ſnow' ready which they intended to 
ſend to the northward, and being of opinion they 
would not permit captain Kendrick to ſail before the 
was ready, the interval was therefore mine. IL. had 
no idea of running for Macao, with only between 
ſixty and ſeventy ſea otter ſkins which I had on 
board.

Dear Sir, Nootka Sound, July 12th, 1789. 
BEG to inform you, per favour of Mr. Barnett, 
with our ſafe arrival in Nootka Sound, after a 
pleaſant paſſage of nine weeks and four days, during 
which time nothing material happened. We lived 
an the greateſt harmony and good friendſhip during 
the time we have been together, and every thing pro- 
miſed fair for a continuation of the ſame; every officer 
on board ſeeming ſtrenuous for their employers' inte- 
reſt. We made the coaſt of America, July 3d, at 
Woody Point, and ſtood along ſhore under eaſy ſail 
during the night. In the morning ſeveral natives 
came off, with the reſt Counna Keelah (that was 
brought by you from Macao to Noatka) from him 
we learnt there were five veſſels in Friendly Cove, but 
could not learn of what nation they were; however 
he informed us they had captured the North Weſt 
American ſchooner, commanded by Mr. Funter. We 
immediately conjectured that the veſſels were ſome 
belonging to Mr. Etches, and the American ſhip and 
ſloop. We made all the {ail we could, intending to 
get in that night if poſſible. On our nearing the 
ſound, we ſaw a floop coming out, which we were 
informed was the Princeſs Royal, belonging to our 
concern. We then had not the leaſt doubt but there 
were ſome of Mr. Etches' veſſels in the cove. When 
we were about two miles from the entrance- of the 
ſound, we ſaw a boat coming towards us ; it was then 
between nine and ten o'clock, ſo that we could not 
diſcern of what country they were. They hailed us 


in Spaniſh ; and aſked if they might be permitted to 
come 


1 to 
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come on board. They were anſwered in the affirma - 
tive; on which they came alongfide, and the officer, 


with ſeveral other gentlemen, ſtepped up. We found 


the former to be the Spaniſh Commodore; thoſe who 
accompanied him were of his ſhip. After having 
welcomed them on board, captain Colnett aſked them 
down in the great cabin ; what their converſation was 
there I am unacquainted with; but captain Colnett 
ſoon told me his intention was to go into Friendly 
Cove, and the Spaniſh launch took us in tow accor- 
dingly. . About ten minutes after this, came on board 


Mr. Barnett, whom I dire&ly introduced to captain 


Colnett, who informed him that there was a Spaniſh 
frigate of 26 guns, and a ſnow of 16 lying in the 
Cove, as alſo the American ſhip and ſloop ; that the 
former had erected a fort on Hog iſland, on which 
16 guns were mounted, and had taken poſſeſſion of 
the Sound in the name of his moſt Catholic majeſty, 
Carolus the 3d, king of Spain ; that they had captured 
the ſchooner, and plundered the Iphigenia Nubiana, 
but had permitted captain Hudſon to proceed without 
any moleſtation. As the commodore heard this intel- 
ligence, he immediately gave captain Colnett his 
word and honour that he would not offer to detain 
him, but give him every aſſiſtance in his power, in 
doing which, he only complied with the king of 
Spain's orders. Under theſe circumſtances, and de- 
pending on his honour, captain Colnett entered the 
Cove, and brought up between the frigate and ſnow, 
though I muſt add, that Mr. Barnett, with others of 
our well-wiſhers, adviſed us to anchor without fide the 
Cove, that we might take a view of the ſurrounding 
objects in the morning. Every thing that night, and 
the next morning, ſeemed to wear a favourable aſpect, 
no obſtacle arifing that might ſtop our departure. In 
the afternoon captain Colnett went on board the com- 
modore's ſhip, and requeſted his permiſſion to go to 
ſea immediately, which at firſt was granted, but on 
ſecond confideration, the commodore defired to ſee 
his papers. Captain Colnett left the commodore and 
came on board of his own veſſel, where, after having 
put on the company's uniform, and his hanger, he 

took 
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took his papers on board the commodore. He was 
then informed by that gentleman, that he could not 
fail that day, on which ſome high words enſued be- 
tween them, and captain Colnett inſiſted on going out 
immediately, which he ſaid he would do unleſs the 
commodore fired a ſhot at him; if ſo, he would then 
haul down his colours, and deliver himſelf up a pri- 
ſoner. Hardly had he uttered this, but he was put 
under an arreſt, his ſword taken from him, the veſſel 
ſeized, and the officers and crew taken out, and ſent 
priſoners, ſome on board the ſhip, and the reſt on 
board of the ſnow ; but what is moſt particular, he 
defired captain Kendrick to load his guns with ſhot, 
to take a veſſel that had only two ſwivels mounted, ſo 
that it was im poſſible to make any refiſtance againſt 
ſuch ſuperiority ; indeed it would have been mad- 
nels to have attempted it. The commodore's 
paſſion now began to abate a little, and he ſent for 
me from the St. Carlos, where I was impriſoned, 
When I came to him, he ſeemed to profeſs a very 
great friendſhip for me, and appeared to be exceeding 
ſorry tor what he ſaid his officers compelled him to do. 
He declared to me, that he had given Captain Colnett 
permiſſion to depart, and would have aſſiſted him all in 
his power, but that Captain Colnett inſiſted on erect- 
ing a fort oppoſite his; ſaid he repreſented the King of 
Great Britain, and that he came to take poſſeſſion in 
his Britannic Majeſty's name. The Spaniard quoted 
the ſame, and ſaid he was repreſentative of his moſt 
Catholic Majeſty the King of Spain ; but I have every 
reaſon to ſuſpect there was a miſunderſtanding between 
the two parties, for the linguiſt ſpoke Engliſh very 
imperfectly, and in all likelihood interpreted as many 
words wrong as right. This is as particular and im- 
partial account of the above tranſaction as it is in my 
power to relate ; but as this will be accompanied by 
Meſſrs. Funter and Barnett, who are permitted to take 
their paſſage in the American ſhip, and who were eye- 
witneſſes of every tranſaction, it will enable them to 
explain every particular concerning it, more explicitly 
than I am able to do in writing. Since our being 
captured Captain Colnett has been in a high ſtate of 
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inſanity ; ſometimes he ſtarts, at other times he aſks 
how long he has to live, who is to be his executioner, 
what death he is to be put to, with all ſuch delirious 
expreſſions, accompanied by a number of ſimple ac- 
tions, which induces me, and every other perſon who 
ſees him, to believe his brain is turned, owing to the 
great charge that was under his care; and I am ſorry 
to add, that he has not fortitude enough, in this critt- 
cal and diſagreeable ſituation, to ſupport this unex- 

ed ſtroke. He has delivered me his inſtructions 
and the South Sea Company's grant, and requeſts I 
will act in his name. I have endeavoured to convince 
the Spaniards, had we known this place had been 
taken poſſeſſion of by the King of Spain, we would 
not on any conſideration have come near it. I have 
likewiſe wiſhed to perſuade him to peruſe the South 
Sea Company's grant, and our inſtructions, which he 
refuſes, and tells me it would avail nothing now to do 
it, as his officers inſiſt on his going on with what he 
acknowledges he too raſhly and haſtily began, and 
without deliberating what hereafter might be the con- 
ſequence. He defired me to incloſe the grant and our 
inſtructions in his preſence; he took and put a ſmall 
note with them, and afterwards ſealed it with his own 
ſignet. He put it under my care, deſiring that I 
would deliver it to the viceroy of Mexico. The veſ- 
ſel 1s going to St. Blas, a ſettlement they have in the 
lat. of 21 3o' N. on the coaſt of California, where we 


are going, to determine whether we are a prize to the 


King of Spain or not; if we are not, as we have every 
reaſon to expect, ſhe. will be delivered up, with every 
thing in her, and be anſwerable for all damages re- 
ceived, or ſtores deficient, ſince his making a prize of 
us; but this undoubtedly will be ſettled between the 
two Crowns. | 

Captain Colnett, myſelf, Mr. Temple, and Reid, the 
carpenter, are permitted to remain on board the Argo- 
naut, Mr. Hanſon on board the commodore's ſhip, 
* Mr. Gibſon and Ludlow on board of the Spaniſh 
now. 

From what I can learn at preſent, all the Engliſh» 


men are to be ſent in the Argonaut to St. Blas, and 
preparations 
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preparations are now making to accommodate us in 
that veſſel. They have alſo built cabins between 
decks for the ſeamen, where they are to be confined in 
Irons during the night, but ſuffered to walk out in the 


day. The officers, I believe, are alſo to be uſed in the 


like manner. I am at preſent in poſſeſſion of my 
cabin, as are alfo the reſt of us, and the commodore 
behaves with great civility, by obliging us in every 
liberty that can be expected as priſoners. Whatever 
deftciency may be left concerning our preſent tranſ- 
actions will be explained to you in its true light by 
Mr. Funter or Barnet: for 1 confeſs that I am very 
unhappy, unſettled, uneaſy, and, in ſhort, feel every 
anxiety that is the companion of a perſon involved in 

ſo diſagreeable a fituation as I am.

Dear Sir, Nootka Sound, July 13th, 1789. 


Captain Colnett has been in ſuch a ſtate of inſanity 
ever ſince the veſſel has been captured by the Spa- 
niards, that we are obliged to confine him to his cabin. 
He yeſterday morning jumped out of the cabin win- 
dow, and it was with great diſficulty his life was ſaved. 
His conſtant cry is that he is condemned to be hanged. 
Ifincerely hope for his ſpeedy recovery, but am ap- 
prehenſive he never will recover his former ſenſes 
again. I underſtand from the boy Ruffel, that it is a 
family diſorder, and that they all have ſymptoms 
of madneſs, more or leſs. I have written the whole 
tranſactiog concerning our being captured, &. pre- 
viouſly to this, as minutely as at preſent —_ 

| ces 
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ſtances will permit, for I am apprehenſive, if I am 
ſeen writing, they will take my book, paper, pens, 
ink, &c. from me, ſo that whatever I have written 1s 
by ſtealth ; bur Mr. Barnett has been ſo obliging as 
to aſſiſt me as much as lay in his power to do it. 
Gibſon was ſeen writing one day, and they imme- 
diately took the paper and ink from him, and told 
him priſoners had no buſineſs to write. We are to- 
morrow to ſail for St. Blas, with all our officers and 
ſeamen, both Engliſh and Portugueſe, except thoſe 


that have entered with the Spaniards. They have 


taken of our ſtores to themſelves, all our pitch, 
tar, canvas, twine, ſome proviſions of all kinds, our 
guns, ammunition, the chief of our copper, and many, 
other articles that we were not acquainted with. A 

the officers being priſoners, ſome on board one veſlel,: 
and ſome on board the other, we have great expec- 
tations that the veſſel will be delivered up at St. Blas. 
The commodore promiſes me if ſhe is, every thing. 
that he has taken to himſelf ſhall be replaced at that 
port; but there has been a number of things taken 
out of the veſſel by theft, that he knows nothing of; 
nevertheleſs, it any, and the veſſel is returned, they 
muſt undoubtedly make it good; but you, Sir, and 
the reſt gf our employers muſt be great ſufferers, as it 
has fruſtrated all our expectations. Had not we met 
with this misfortune, there were ſtrong. appearances 
of our procuring a great quantity of furs; as the 
Americans have no-copper to purchaſe with, ſo that 
the natives reſerve all « ack prime ſkins expecting 4 


* ſhip. "Y 
If our veſſel is delivered up to us, our ſtores, trade, 
&c. returned, you may reſt aſſured I will do all that is 
in my power for the benefit of my employers, and the 
captain remains in this ſtate: of inſanity; if he reco- 
vers, he will undoubtedly do the ſame. I can ſay 
nothing more, but beg you will preſeat my compli» 
ments ic all enquiring friends, and remain,

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Dear Sir, Nootka Sound, July 14th 1789. 
Yeſterday at 2 P. M. a fail was ſeen in the offing, 
coming round Breaker's Point from the ſouthward, 
ſtanding into the ſound : as ſhe neared the ſhore, we 
erceived her to be the ſloop Princeſs Royal, captain 
Hudſon. At 7 ſhe came to an anchor about two or 
three miles from the cove, and captain Hudſon him- 
ſelf came into the cove in his boat, with four of his 
people, when inſtantly as he made his appearance in 


the cove, the Spaniſh boat boarded him, and took 


him and his people on board the commodore as pri- 
ſoners. His motive for coming in, from what I could 


learn from himſelf, was to ſee if captain Colnett was 


there, in order to receive his orders how he was to pro- 
ceed in future. Whether captain Hudſon's conduct 
in this proceeding is blameable or nor, I leave to your 
ſuperior judgment, 

We are now out of the cove in the mouth 
of the ſound, and are pofitively to ſail to-morrow 
morning for St. Blas. The ſloop is towed into the 
cove within all the ſhipping ; and the Spaniards from 
every appearance, have finally captured her, 

Captain Hudſon ſeems very much hurt from his 
misfortune, and candidly declares that it is entirely 
from his own ſimplicity, and being too credulous of 
the Spaniard's honour, that has brought him into this 
diſagreeable dilemma. 

Captain Colnett is much better to-day, and” in 
general diſcourſes very rationally. I have endea- 
voured to perſuade him to draw out every particular 
concerning our being captured, to ſend to his em- 
ployers, which he refuſes : his objection is, that he has 
involved himſelf and every one elſe in difficulties that 


he is not able to extricate himſelf from, and there- 


fore declares-to me that he will have no more concern 
with the charge of the veſſel, but leaves every thing 
entirely to me, which I have, but moſt reluctantly, 
complied with, knowing that J cannot acquit myſelf 
with ſatisfaction to myſelf, nor undoubtedly more fo 
to my employers. - Nevertheleſs, if the veſſel is de- 
livered up at St. Blas, as the commodore gives mg 
Every reaſon to hope that ſhe will, I will endeavour,

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to the utmoſt in my power, to do every thing in my 
power that may be any ways beneficial to my em- 
ployers. 
The commodore wanted captain Colnett to ſell all 
his copper to him, and he'd give him bills for the 
as he valued it, which captain Colnett had 
complied with ; but I objected, as I thought if his 
orders tolerated him to capture the veſſel, they would 
undoubtedly tolerate him to capture the cargo like- 
wiſe, We are deficient in a great deal of copper, as 
I mentioned in my former, but Mr. Barnett will be 
able to inform you, I imagine, where it goes to. 
Accompanying this, I ſend under the care of Mr. 
Barnett a copy of my journal from Macao, wherein 
you will find the principal occurrences that have hap- 
pened to us ſince our departure. I have nothing 
more to add ; neither have I opportunity to do it, 
the veſſel being continually crowded with people 
from different ſhips, ſo beg you will preſent my 


compliments to Mr. M*Intire, and every other gentle-
